and Brockton.

The chief difficulty encountered by the shoe industries in St. Louis is 


that of getting skilled help. A skilled shoe maker is not the product of one 


year or even of live years. 
In this respect Brockton and Lynn bave the 


advantage over Si. Lonis. but both cities have had conflicts that injured 


their business prospects. 


Five citizens of Brockton, appointed by the Brockton city government 


to investigate the causes responsible for the recent exodus of a large part 


of the shoe industry from that city, have submitted their report, and it is 
really interesting as showing to what an extent a city may be injured by 
conflicts between employer and employes. 
A brief extract from this report 


tells fhe story: 


"Perhaps the chief cause of the more recent industrial depres- 


sion here, and the consequent departure of confidence, among oper- 
atives, manufacturers and the city-at-largre. was the failure of the 
Boot and Shoe Workers union to renew contractual relations with 
the W. L- Douglas Shoe Co. last November, when the contract with 
the lirm expired. As a result, t-he company has established five fac- 
tories in other towns and cities, in Massachusetts, Maine and New 
Hampshire. 
But a small part of Us manufacturing is done here. 


Where a year ago 13,000 pairs of shoes a day wero made in its 
Brockton faclorics, now there are but 1200. Where a year ago 3200 
shoe workers were employed, now there are but 300 engaged in 
making the complete shoe, although there are 500 more cutting stock 
to be made into shoes in the oiu-of-town factories. 


Brockton will have to adopt heroic measures io overcome the loss of 


so much/of the Douglas factories.

manent industrial peace, nnd it is needless to say that in competing with 
shops,in other parts of the country industrial peace is most essential to 
success.
